He attended the public school» 
of N ew castle, and later com pleted his 
education at a business college In Oak­ 
land, C’al. 
On J anuary 30, 18 37 , he 
was married to Miss Kate J mogene Ba­ 
con of Humboldt, Nev ., to which state 
he had mov ed In 18 8 1. 
Senator Nix on was a man tfho mad# 
his way to the top from an Inauspi­ 
cious start. 
At one tim e, after leav ­ 
ing school, he was a telegraph opera­ 
tor, but the comm ercial field held out 
more tem pting prospects, and he en­ 
tered the First National bank of Reno, 
Nev ., us a clerk. 
loiter, when luck 
hud fav ored his am bitions, he becam e 
an influential factor In the banking 
field, and organized the First National 
bank of WInnemucca, Nev ., of which 
he becam e president. 
He also was
